2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 , the prior art of record fail to teach or fairly suggest a 
mobile radio communication device comprising a memory operatively connected to a 
transceiver for storing pre-recorded audio for subsequent playback through a speaker 
operatively connected to the transceiver and a screening memory in communication 
with the transceiver for storing for storing a list of preferred callers, wherein when an 
incoming call is received during playback of the pre-recorded audio, playback stops if 
the incoming call is from a caller on the list of preferred callers. 

With respect to claim 1 1 , the prior art of record fail to teach or fairly suggest a 
cellular telephone having an entertainment module for playing pre-recorded audio and 
video signals that include a screening memory in communication with a microprocessor 
for storing a list of preferred callers, wherein the microprocessor stops playback of 
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stored audio and video signals responsive to an incoming call from a preferred caller 
such that a user may receive the incoming call free from playback of the audio and 
video signals.
